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Books on the Social Security Program 


By Carv H. Farman, Social Security Board Library, Washington, D. C. 


HE volume of literature on social 

security is large and growing larger. 

It is official and unofficial, informa- 
tional and analytical, enthusiastic and criti- 
cal, national and regional. The variations 
are endless. Meantime, as millions of Amer- 
icans draw benefits and still more millions 
acquire potential rights, the need for under- 
standing and interpretation continues to 
grow. 

This article gives a cross-section of some 
of the more important books on_ social 
security in the United States, and calls 
attention to the chief periodical sources of 
information. As far as possible, it considers 
the type of reader as well as the subject 
matter. 

To a very great degree, the person most 
concerned cannot expect to have his queries 
The prospective 
beneficiary under any of the social security 


answered in a library. 


programs can be sure of his status only by 
means of direct contact, by mail or in per- 
son, with the official agency involved. For 
old-age and survivors insurance, this agency 
will be a field office of the Social Security 
Board. For unemployment compensation, 
it will be the nearest public employment 
office. For public assistance, the local pub- 
lic welfare department should be consulted. 


The Act as Amended in 1939 


For any reader, the current law must be 
emphasized, particularly since far-reaching 


changes were eflected by the Social Security 
Act Amendments of 1939. The law appears 
in the Social Security Board’s Compilation 
of the Social Security Laws 1939 (Govt. 
Print. Off., 10c) and in The Social Security 
Act as Amended 1939 (Commerce Clearing 
House, $1). Both of these have analytical 
tables of contents; the latter includes an 
index and an explanatory introduction. 

Of special worth on the 1939 amend- 
ments and the reasons for their adoption is: 
Social Security; Hearings Relative to the 
Social Security Amendments of 1939 Before 
the Committee on Ways and Means, House 
of Representatives (3v. 1939. 76th Cong., 
st sess. Govt. Print. Off., each, $1). For 
both quantity and quality of information 
and discussion concerning the accomplish- 
ments and problems of the social security 
program, these volumes are unsurpassed. 
The Committee’s report on the Social Se- 
curity Act Amendments of 1939 (76th 
Cong., 1st sess. Govt. Print. Off., 10c) is 
still in print. 

A quick, nontechnical survey of the main 
changes is to be found in the Social Se- 
curity Board’s 100 Questions and Answers 
on the New Social Security Program (1939. 
Free). 


The Social Security Act of 1935 


Three authoritative books are devoted 
entirely to the Social Security Act of 1935. 
These are Eveline M. Burns’s Toward

Social Security (1936. McGraw-Hill, $2); 
Paul H. Douglas’ Social Security in the 
United States (2d ed. 1939. McGraw-Hill, 
$3.50); and The Social Security Act in 
Operation, by Birchard E. Wyatt, William 
H. Wandel, and William L. Schurz (1937. 
Graphic Arts Press, Washington, D. C., 
$3.50). Burns and Douglas give social and 
economic interpretations, with comment and 
analysis that make interesting reading in 
light of the amendments. The other work, 
written by members of the Social Security 
Board staff, is best on operating and admin- 
istrative techniques. 

Similar to these books in their considera- 
tion of the entire act, but differing in that 
each program is considered and evaluated 
separately by an expert in his field, are the 
various collections of articles and addresses 
on social security. The important symposia 
include Appraising the Social Security Pro- 
gram, edited by Isabel Gordon Carter (An- 
nals of the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science, v.202, March 1939. $2); 
The Old-Age Security and the Welfare 
Titles of the Social Security Act, edited by 
David F. Cavers (Law and Contemporary 
Problems, v.3, April 1936. 75c¢); Social 
Security in the United States, 1933-1939 
(American Association for Social Security, 
each, $2); and the Social Work Year Book, 
1939, edited by Russell H. Kurtz (Russell 
Sage Foundation, $3.50). 


Why Social Security? 

Two brief background studies link Amer- 
ican social and economic problems directly 
to the Social Security Act. The more popu- 
lar is the Social Security Board’s Why Social 
Security (1937. Govt. Print. Off., roc. Pub. 
15), which is illustrated by Hendrik Wil- 
lem Van Loon. The Committee on Eco- 
nomic Security’s Report to the President 
(1935. Govt. Print. Off., 15c) includes 
more detailed information. 

For the serious student there is the com- 
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prehensive Social Security in America 
(1937. Govt. Print. Off., 75¢), which sum- 
marizes the factual background of the Social 
Security Act from the staff reports to the 
Committee on Economic Security. It deals 
with European social insurance as well as 
with American conditions, and describes 
the original act fully. I. M. Rubinow’s 
Ouest for Security (1934. Holt, $3.50), writ- 
ten to provide “interesting and even enjoy- 
able reading,” is a unique example of a 
mature, reflective, and eminently read- 
able argument for governmental measures 
against the greater hazards. Linked with 
Rubinow as a pioneer advocate of social 
insurance in this country is Abraham Ep- 
stein, the secretary of the American Asso- 
ciation for Social Security and an ardent 
and successful propagandist for sound in- 
surance and assistance measures. His wide- 
ly read Insecurity; a Challenge to America 
(2d rev. ed. 1938. Random House, $4) is 
a useful guide to foreign systems, American 
needs, and the Social Security Act of 1935. 

Barbara N. Armstrong’s Insuring the 
Essentials (1932. Macmillan, $5) contains 
many helpful guides to foreign legislation, 
and has a bibliography. Labor's Risks and 
Social Insurance, by Harry A. Millis and 
Royal E. Montgomery (1938. McGraw- 
Hill, $3), considers virtually all forms of 
social insurance in this country and abroad. 
It gives a more thorough economic analysis 
of the hazards than most books. Maxwell 
S. Stewart’s Social Security (Rev. ed. 1939. 
Norton, $3.50), is a somewhat briefer inde- 
pendent treatment for the general reader 
of relief, insecurity, the Social Security Act, 
and foreign experience. 


Specialized Studies 
Oxp-Ace Security. Margaret Grant's 
Old-Age Security (1939. Social Science Re- 
search Council, $2.50) analyzes financial 
and economic factors in the old-age security 
programs of several countries, including the

recent United States amendments. Abra- 
ham Epstein’s Challenge of the Aged (2d. 
ed. 1928. Vanguard, $3) is a still important 
treatise. David Cushman Coyle’s Age With- 
out Fear (1937. National Home Library 
Foundation, 25c) gives a sparkling discus- 
sion of the economics of payments for the 
aged. More systematic is Thomas L. Nor- 
ton’s Old Age and the Social Security Act 
of 1935 (1937. School of Business Admin- 
istration, Univ. of Buffalo, $1), which puts 
forth suggestions for modification of the 
original system. Such recommendations 
also appear in More Security for Old Age 
(1937. Twentieth Century Fund, $1.75), 
together with descriptions of old-age insur- 
ance and assistance abroard. The Adminis- 
tration of Old Age Assistance, by Robert 
T. Lansdale and others (1939. Public Ad- 
ministration Service, $3.75), describes for 
administrators the best prevailing practices. 

EmpPLoyMENT Security. On the general 
unemployment problem and the various 
governmental measures to combat it, Cor- 
rington Gill’s Wasted Manpower (1939. 
Norton, $2.75) offers readability, authorita- 
tiveness, and recency. A simple explanation 
of the reasons for the American system of 
unemployment compensation appears in the 
Social Security Board’s booklet Unemploy- 
ment Compensation— What and Why 
(1937. Govt. Print. Off., 15c). On the 
analytical, administrative side are: Prob- 
lems and Procedures of Unemployment 
Compensation in the States, by Walter 
Matscheck and Raymond C. Atkinson 
(1939. Public Administration Service, 
$1.25); Planning and Administration of 
Unemployment Compensation in the United 
States, by Bryce M. Stewart and others 
(1938. Industrial Relations Counselors, 
$4); and R. Clyde White’s Administering 
Unemployment Compensation (1939. Univ. 
of Chic. Press, $2), which compares Great 
Britain, Germany, and the United States.

An authoritative study of the Employment 
Service (since transferred to the Social Se- 
curity Board) appears in Public Employ- 
ment Service in the United States (1938. 
Public Administrative Service, $3.75), by 
Raymond C. Atkinson and others, who 
visited many states and carefully observed 
procedures and methods, including the 
payment of benefits. Statistics on the Amer- 
ican labor supply are interpreted in relation 
to social security in W. S. Woytinsky’s 
Labor in the United States and in his Sea- 
sonal Variations in Employment in the 
United States (1938 and 1939. Social Sci- 
ence Research Council, $3.50; $1.50). 
Pustic Assistance. For the worker in 
this field, two of the best brief books are 
Marietta Stevenson’s Public Welfare Admin- 
istration (1938. Macmillan, $2.50) and the 
symposium edited by Russell H. Kurtz, 
The Public Assistance Worker (1938.

Vol. 2 of The Child 
and the State) is a chronologically arranged 
collection of important British and United 
States documents, with introductory essays. 


The Business Man’s Viewpoint 
A brief Outline of Employer's Duties 
Under the Social Security Act and the In- 
ternal Revenue Code (1939. Informational 
Service Circular 30. Free) has been issued 
jointly by the Social Security Board and 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue to call 
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attention to the necessary requirements for 
reporting and paying federal contributions 
for both old-age and survivors insurance 
and unemployment compensation. 

Social Security Taxation and Records, by 
Calvin E. Favinger and Daniel A. Wilcox 
(1939. Prentice-Hall, $7.50), is the most 
comprehensive work in this field for em- 
ployers, salesmen of office appliances, and 
those called upon to advise in the establish- 
ment of a social security record-keeping 
system. The new Foundation Guide for 
Payroll Taxes, by William KixMiller and 
George T. Christie (4th ed. 1939. Foun- 
dation Press, $3), takes account of the 1939 
amendments in detailing requirements for 
both types of taxes. 

The question of experience rating, where- 
by some employers may secure more favor- 
able tax rates, is in the foreground of dis- 
cussion in many states. The main argu- 
ments for and against this principle have 
been developed in two studies: The Case 
for Experience Rating in Unemployment 
Compensation and a Proposed Method, by 
Herman Feldman and Donald M. Smith 
(1939. Industrial Relations Counselors, 
$1), and The Case Against Experience Rat- 
ing in Unemployment Compensation, by 
Richard A. Lester and Charles V. Kidd 
(1939. Industrial Relations Counselors, $1). 

Practical methods of stabilization for 
manufacturers are given in the pamphlet, 
Employment Regularization (1940. National 
Association of Manufacturers, 14 W. 49th 
&., Mi. F., 396). 


Periodicals and Serials 

The official Social Security Bulletin is the 
most comprehensive month-by-month rec- 
ord of the program. It includes information 
on railroad unemployment insurance and 
the Railroad Retirement Act. Social Secur- 
ity, the influential journal of the American 
Association for Social Security, gives legal 
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and political developments as well as gen- 
eral information. Other national magazines 
having articles on social security in almost 
every issue are the American Labor Legis- 
lation Review, The Child, The Compass, 
The Family, the Monthly Labor Review, 
Public Welfare News, Social Service Re- 
view, Survey Graphic, and Survey Mid- 
Monthly. 

The Annual Reports of the Social Se- 
curity Board (4th, 1938/39. Govt. Print. 
Off., 4oc) are much more than mere admin- 
istrative documents; they report in detail 
upon all accomplishments under the Act. 


Regional periodical and serial literature 
on social security is in a flourishing condi- 
tion, with every state welfare department 
issuing a statistical bulletin as well as an 
annual or biennial report. Unemployment 
compensation agencies also publish their 
reports, which include information on the 
public employment offices and on out-of- 
work benefits. Many of these departments 
also issue magazines.
